RULES OF PROCEDURE 


ORDER OF BUSINESS | 


1. The official program, a copy of which has been furnished each ac- 
credited delegate and alternate, shall be the order of business of this Con- 
vention. This program shall not be deviated from, save by the unanimous 
consent of the Convention, duly assembled, and a quorum present; a ma- 
jority of the delegates in attendance shall constitute a quorum. 


2. Except where otherwise herein provided, Roberts’ Rules of Order 
shall govern on parliamentary procedure. 


3. By adoption of this official program, including the hours of meet- 
ing, the duty is imposed upon both the presiding officer and the delegates in 
attendance at the Convention to begin, carry on and to close the sessions of 
this Convention on time. It is the expressed sense of the assembled delegates 
of this Convention that none of their numbers shall congregate or loiter in 
the lobbies, anterooms or upon the outside of the Convention at any place 
during any part of the regular sessions, but that each delegate shall be in his 
place at the time of convening, and shall remain in attendance until recess 
or adjournment is ordered. The Convention expressly authorizes the Sergeant- 
at-Arms and his assistants to rigidly enforce this rule. 


4. All Resolutions shall be immediately referred to the regular Reso- 
lutions Committee. That committee shall, at the direction of the chair, re- 
port such resolutions to the Convention, as it deems advisable, with its 
recommendations noted thereon. 


5. There shall be no personal, partisan, political or sectarian debate 
entered into or indulged in upon the floor of the Convention. 


6. Each speaker discussing any subject before the Convention shall be 
limited to five minutes, but permission to continue for an additional five 
minutes may be granted by unanimous consent. This shall not apply to ad- 
dresses or reports provided for in the official program. 
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7. Presentations.are limited to two minutes each. 


8. The election of officers as provided by the International Constitu- 


tion and By-Laws shall be as follows:

On Wednesday morning, July 28, 1948, the Convention will hear the 
report of the Nominating Committee as to the candidates nominated 
for each office. The Chairman shalli then call for nominations of can- 
didates from the floor. When the report has been received, and all 
nominations from the floor, if any, have been made, the’ Chairman shall 
declare nominations closed. 


Nominations of candidates shall be by name only. ‘There shall be but 
one nominating speech of not more than three minutes for each can- 
didate. There may also be one seconding speech of not more than three 
minutes, for each candidate. In the event no nominating speech is 
made for a candidate, there may be two seconding speeches of not 
more than three minutes each for each candidate, or if so desired, there 
may be one seconding speech of not more than six minutes. 


The only person or persons who shall be entitled to vote for officers 
or directors of the Association shall be duly accredited delegates to 
the Convention whose credentials as such delegates have been passed 
upon and recognized as valid by the Credentials Committee of the 
Convention. 


In the absence of any delegate who has been compelled to leave 

or cannot be present at the time of voting, a duly accredited alternate 
may cast the vote, but only after such substitution shall be approved 
in writing by the Credentials and Registration Committees prior to 7:00 
A.M., Thursday, July 29, 1948. 
A list of such accredited delegates whose credentials have been vali- 
dated by said Credentials Committee shall be made by said Creden- 
tials Committee and placed in the hands of the Chairman of the Elec- 
tions Committee at or before the time at which the balloting shall be- 
gin. Each delegate whose name appears on such list shall, if he de- 
sires to vote, appear before the Committee in charge of election and 
present his credentials which have been approved by the Credentials 
Committee, whereupon he shall be given a ballot prepared as herein 
provided, which such delegate shall immediately mark, fold and place 
in the receptacle provided by the Elections Committee. 


The vote shall be by printed secret ballot and each ballot shall bear 
the names of the candidates nominated. Ballots cast for persons whose 
names are not printed on the ballot are not counted. The voter shall 
indicate his vote by placing a mark in the box opposite the name of 
the candidate. A mark must be placed in the box to constitute a vote. 
The names of the proper number of Vice-Presidents and Directors from 
the United States and other nations will appear on the ballot in line 
with the International Constitution and By-Laws. Not more than one 
vote on each ballot will be counted for any one director. Any ballot 
containing more or a fewer number than the designated number of 
votes for Directors invalidates that part of the ballot in relation to Div 
rectorship voting. In the event that any of the present Directors be 
elected Vice-President, leaving a one-year Directorship vacancy, the 
candidate for a directorate receiving the next highest number of votes 
after the full terms shall have been filled, shall be declared elected to 
fill the one-year unexpired term. 


The vote shall be cast in the Convention Hall, on Thursday, July 29, 
1948, from 7:00 A.M. until 10:00 A.M. The voting shall be in charge 
of an Elections Committee composed of ten or more delegates who 
serve as tellers and are presided over by the Chairman of the Elections 
Committee, all of whom are named by the President. In the event 
the Elections Committee does not attend in full strength, the Chair- 
man of said committee may appoint such additional tellers as he may 
deem necessary. 
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(g) When the delegate, who can cast but one ballot; shall have voted, the 
committee shall stamp plainly by his name on the credentials list the 
word “‘voted.” 


(h) Tellers may begin counting the ballots at any time the Chairman of 
the Elections Committee shall deem proper. The voting shall cease 
at 10:00 A.M., Thursday, July 29, 1948, and as soon as possible there- 
after the Chairman of the Elections Committee shall hand to the pre- 
siding officer of the Convention the written report of the Elections 
Committee signed by the Chairman and the tellers, and the same shall 
be announced to the Convention by the presiding officer. 


(i) The candidate receiving the highest number of votes for each respec- 
tive office shall be declared elected. For the offices of International 
Director, the candidates receiving the highest number of votes shall be 
declared elected until all vacancies have been filled.

NOTES OF TALK WITH MR. T. J. WATSON, Jr.--August 25; 1948 


1. He reviewed copies of the Fndicott, Poughkeepsie, and WHQ 
General Education Bulletins. Raised a question regarding the 
practicability of the purely general interest courses, especially 
Dressmaking. I justified our teaching this subject on the basis of 
its being wholesome, constructive activity for the women in our 
plant and that it served a purpose in giving real satisfaction to 
those who participate in the course through doing something to 
increase their skill in a most practical activity. Tom seemed 
satisfied with this and did not question it further. 


2. He raised the question of putting the avocational type of 
courses at the Country Club. I explained the difficulty in getting 
the Club officials in really doing a job. Then too, the turnover 
of officers in itself makes it a more difficult problem. I also 
reminded him that we do not have a free hand in administering or 
assisting with the administration of the program at the Country 
Club since it is purely an IBM employee controlled proposition. 
He got my point and asked whether we might conduct these classes 
at the local high school or at least not use our good classroom 
space for them. He even indicated that some shop man might feel 
we should not devote space to Dressmaking when he wanted to take 
Shop Practice. I explained we always give our best space and also 
preference in order to our shop and technical courses first. 
Further that courses are offered only forthe services we have 
available. This seemed to satisfy him on this matter. 


3. He asked whether we kept records of attendance. I got 
samples of the course detail cards and explained our entire 
record keeping system on each student as he progresses in the 
program. I also showed him our records procedure manual and 
went through it briefly. He seemed quite impressed with the 
thoroughness of our record keeping. 


4. We discussed the personnel record maintained on each 
employee, and I showed him the records we prepare for the 
Personnel Dept. Tom agreed we should not include courses failed. 
He was very much impressed with our personnel records. I paid 
tribute to both Mr. Jarvis and Barbara Adams in Keeping up and 
maintaining these records. 


5. He asked whether we could prepare a report showing the 
relative progress over the past four or five years of those who 
took General Education courses vs. those who did not avail them- 
selves of the program.

I indicated we had tried this before but found too many other 
factors entering into the picture to validate the results for the 
purpose which we had intended. 


He still felt we could get something which would give some 
indication. Said he would like to have some specific statement 
on the contributions made by the program in advancing employees. 
He insisted I look into the matter and see what I could give him, 
indicating there was no particular rush. 


6. I had an opportunity to point up the general morale-building 
aspects of our program relating some of my personal experiences 
in visiting classes at the various locations. 


I told Tom also of Cy McElwain’s statement in our managers 
meeting as being indicative of what local management thinks of the 
contribution which our general education program makes to the 
manufacturing organization. 


I question how much of an impression all of this made, for 
Tom wanted some definite figures of how much more the employees 
who have taken courses are getting as compared to those who 
haven’t taken courses. 


7. Iwas pleased to hear Tom, Jr., say he is impressed with the 
way the program is organized and congratulated me on the job I 
was doing, even stating he is sorry I have not had better office 
facilities earlier.
